1st Canadian Army Turning Nazis’ 


Famed Atlantic Wall Inside Out 


By DOUGLAS AMARON 

LONDON, Oct. 31—(CP)—The 
1st Canadian Army is turning the 
Germans’ Atlantic Wall inside out, 

This fortress barrier, which the 
Germans spent four years build- 
ing along the whole length of the 
west front coast, was pierced in 
Normandy as a dike might be 
pierced, and the flood swept up 
behind, engulfing all those who 
did not flee. 

Once the German coastal line 
was turned, the West Wall was of 
no more use to the enemy than 
the Maginot line was to the 
French when the Germans out- 
flanked it in 1940, 

ISOLATE GARRISONS 

Some of the Canadians’ most 
striking successes in this cam- 
paign have been gained in ex- 
actly the way the Germans so | 


often threatened they would whip | 
the invaders. The Canadians have | 
squeezed isolated garrisons until 
they had no choice but to surren- | 
der or die in the attempt to flee 
by sea. 

Those Germans still holding out 
at Dunkerque, in the Schelde poc- 
ket, in south Beveland and on 
Walcheren island must be recall 
ing now the enemy Nazi promises 
that the invaders would be pushed 
back into the sea. 


PREPARED DEFENCE 

The Germans prepared the 
channel ports for defence from 
land or sea by surrounding them 
with a perimeter of fortifications, 
for flanking attacks were logical 
military tactics.

If there is no intention of sending them 
overseas there is one thing that should 
be done with the zombies, and that is to 
put them to work. It is idle and wasteful 
to continue training them for a war in 
which they are not going to fight.

But surely there are enough things of 
national importance to be dene in Canada 
to occupy the time of these healthy young 
men, Everyone is aware that so many 
things require to be done that the 70,000 
zombies, put to this use, would not inter- 
fere with the labor market in the slightest 
degree. 

There is highway building and repair 
in every section of the country. There are 
hundreds of rural bridges to be built or 
maintained. There are airport sites to be 
improved. There is national park and pro- 
vincial forestry development. There is 
land to be cleared for the use of members 
of the active forces, 

What is the matter with putting the 
zombies to work at such projects of a con- 
structive nature? All these things are in 
the national interest and provide suitable 
employment for a national body. 

Only one thing in connection with the 
zombies is intolerable—that they should 
continue in unproductive and useless duties.

Russia Stands Out 


Russia threw the proverbial monkey- 
wrench into the machinery when it refused 
to send delegates to the international avia- 
tion conference at Chicago.

Hence Moscow explains that it 
objects to three neutral countries—Spain, 
Switzerland and Portugal being represented 
at the conference. None of these three 
countries is at all likely to blossom into a 
great world air power. But all three of 
them must be brought into any ‘arrange- 
ment for really net-working the world 
with airlines. Moscow's explanation thus 
seems to. be diplomatic rather than defini- 
tive. 

The Russian representative at Washing- 
ton apparently noted that the Chicago con- 
ference was to be turned into a build-up for 
the idea that United States airlines should 
be given a “provisional” monopoly over air 
routes all over the world. But to have stood 
out on that ground might have given of- 
fence. Hence the reason offered is that 
Spain, Switzerland and Portugal should not 

* be in the conference. 

The quite plain inference is that Russia 
wants to operate some commercial airlines 
on its own account when its airmen get 
through delivering bombs to Germany— 
and perhaps to Japan. At any rate Moscow 
is keeping the way open in case it may 
want to do so,

Mr. M. J. Coldwell, national leader of 
the Co-operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion, has recently been in England. He 
spoke last week before the Canadian Club 
of Ottawa and his remarks were not only 
revealing but amazing. 

They were amazing because they made 
it clear that Mr. Coldwell has revised his 
war position drastically. At least, his pres- 
ent view is almost diametrically opposed 
to the view he held at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities. 

In his Ottawa speech, Mr. Coldwell re- 
viewed the damage done by robot Lombs. 
He discussed the possibility of extending 
and perfecting the principle of the robot 
bomb. And he came to the conclusion, he 
said, that the reach of war has become so 
great that no country can in future live in 
isolation, ‘“‘politically, economically or 
socially”. 

“We cannot build walls’, he said, ‘and 
live alone. It simply won't work”. 

There would be neither point nor pleas- 
ure in offering, for the delectation of op- 
ponents of the CCF, any extended picture 
of the contrast between this viewpoint and 
the earlier isolationist speeches of Mr. 
Coldwell and his colleagues. 

It is rather an occasion for rejoicing 
over his conversion to the principle of inter- 
national collaboration. : 

Whether this change of heart and mind 
will be reflected in the opinions of his fol- 
lowers, notably those whose variety of 
teachings tend to confuse students of the 
CCF, is something we cannot predict. The 
tendency, however, will be watched with 
the keenest interest. 


Labor to Have a Say 


Hon. C. D, Howe proposes that repre- 
sentatives of Labor shall sit in at confer- 
ences where reconstruction plans are to 


be discussed. Since ftople who depend up- 
on wages for a living have a majority in- 
terest in such plans, the proposal is some- 
thing more than fair and logical. It is the 
recognition of a human right. 

Capital may not particularly need that 
an official reconstruction program be chart- 
ed; it could adapt itself to circumstances, 
But those who must have employment to 
support themselves and their families are 
not so fortunately situated. They fared 
terribly when the country floundered into 
a depression fourteen years ago, because 
they could not employ themselves. They 
are therefore entitled to help formulate 
plans to prevent a like situation arising 
again. 

Moreover, the advice of the wage-earner 
will be vaiuable. He, like the farmer, has to 
face realities, immediate and prospective. 
He cannot afford to trust to chance, Em- 
ployment means for his family the differ- 
ence between comfort and destitution. No 
person so well knows how quickly that dif- 
ference can come about, and no one is more 
directly or intimately interested in so 
shaping the course of events that employ- 
ment will be continuous. 

A post-war boom followed by a period 
of economic exhaustion is what the wage- 
earner particularly has to dread. His in- 
fluence at reconstruction conferences will 
be on the side of hard-headed long range 
plans, rather than temporising makeshifts ; 
and that is the only basis on which it is 
worth while trying to chart a course for 
national prosperity.

While the great sea battle was still in 
progress General MacArthur's land forces 
hopped from Leyte to Samar and now have 
that island under complete control.

Looking Backward 


From The Bulletin Files 


1894: 50 Years Ago 


About 400 men have been working the bars be- 
low Edmonton this summer for gold, and have 
made from $1.50 to $4 a day. 

A mirage, showing the distant Rockies with 
their snowy peaks, was distinctly visible from the 
Cliff yesterday afternoon between 2 and 3 o'clock, 
and was witnessed by about 100 people. Persons 
who know the mountains said the mirage showed 
the peaks south of Mountain House. 

Tete Jaune Cache takes its name from Tete 
Jaune, a yellow-haired halfbreed, who started in 
the fall of the year to cross the mountains, an ad- 

venture which at the time was considered fool- 
hardy and dangerous. The route not having been 
travelled before, he cut his way through timber 
and made the first trail to the banks of the Fraser 
until he camped in this broad valley, where he 
cached his winter furs and proceeded to what is 
now Kamloops. The pass has ever since been 
called after him, while the spot where he cached 
the furs is called Tete Jaune’s Cache, 

A brigade of British troops has left India for 
Hong Kong, the first contingent of 6,000 troops to 
be sent there to protect the treaty ports in China, 


1904: 40 Years Ago 


Vigo, Spain—Four Russian battleships of the 
Baltic squadron put into this port to coal, but were 
ordered to depart. Prince Keretelli gave out an 
official explanation of the attack on the British 
fishing fleet off the Dogger Bank: “The transport 
Anatol which was steaming ahead of the squadron 
was suddenly surrounded by eight torpedo boats 
and requested assistance, whereupon the battleship 
division adyanced and signalled to the unknown 
vessels to leave or disclose their nationality. The 
vessels refused to obey and advanced among the 
Russian ships. Suddenly a cannon shot was heard 
from an unknown vessel. Then the admiral formed 
into battle line and replied to the fire, afterward 
proceeding on his voyage.” The Prince said the 
Admiral feared the strange boats were Japanese 
torpedo boats, as the Japanese were known to have 
purchased such boats in England. 


1914: 30 Years Ago 


Petrograd.—Turkey has started war against 
Russia, a Turkish cruiser bombarding a town in 
the Crimea for more than an hour, The vessel is 
supposed to be the Breslau, a former German crui- 
ser which escaped into Turkish waters when pur- 
sued by British and French warships. 

Rome.—The Czar has offered to turn over to 
Italy all the Austrian prisoners of Italian nation- 
ality on condition that Italy does not allow them 
to go back to Austria, 

London.—Prince Louis of Battenberg has re- 
signed his position of first Sea Lord of the Admir- 
alty, because of prejudice aroused by reason of his 
Austrian descent,

Certain basic provisions are com- 
mon to most rehabilitation plans. 
| There are cash grants, clothing al- 
lowances, and free transportation 
| provided on discharge. There {s 
medical care for the wounded, and 
special treatment, training and 
pensions for the disabled. 

There are educational and voca- 
tional training schemes to help the 
veteran prepare himself for a job 
or profession, and there is pro- 
vision for the re-instatement of ex- 
servicemen in employment, 

There arg loans and grants to 
assist veterans with the purchase 
of a home or a small business or a 
farm. 

In Canada, the veteran receives 
upon discharge a_ rehabilitation 
grant of one month's pay and al- 
lowances, a clothing allowance of 
$100, and transportation to the 
point where he enlisted or resides. 


Gratuity 


He is also entitled, under very 
recent legislation, to a war ser-

vice gratuity amounting to $7.50 for 
every 30 days of service in the 
Western Hemisphere (excluding 
the Aleutians) of $15 for every 30 
days overseas, plus 7 days pay and 
allowances for each six months of 
service overseas. 
He may receive in addition a 
| ‘re-establishment credit” equal to 
the amount of his gratuity, to be 
used for such specific purposes as: 
acquistion or repair of a home, 
purchase of furniture, provision of 
working capital, ete, ete. 


Clothing issue 


These provisions are more gen- 
erous than the mustering out pay 
and allowances of either Britain, 
United States, Australia or New 
Zealand, 

In United States, mustering out 
pay ranges from $100 for less than 
60 days service within the U.S.A. 
to $300 for more than 60 days ser- 
vice overseas. 

There is no clothing allowance 
for the discharged American ser- 
vicemen, In both Britain and Aus- 
tralia the veteran is issued with 


civilan 
stores, 

The British Government has not 
yet announced its plans for post- 
discharge grants, while Australia 
provides only for a small loan or 
grant not exceeding £5 if the vet- 
teran is financially embarrassed 
following discharge. 


Free Travel 


New Zealand, whose provisions 
are generous in many respects, 
provides a clothing allowance of 
£25, and at any time during the 
first year after discharge the 
veteran may claim a one month's 
free railway pass. 

Canadian vets are given com- 
plete medical protection during the 
first year of discharge, in addition 
to special hospital allowances of 
$50 for a single man or woman, 
$70 for a man and wife, and ser- 
vice-scale allowance for dependents. 
If his treatment continued uninter- 
ruptedly from date of discharge, 
and was for a_ condition incurred 
in the service, he is given free at- 
tention and allowances as long as 
necessary. During the first year, 
he receives full pay and allowances 
of his rank. If, at the end of a 
year, the disability is pensionable 
and the veteran is still responding 
to treatment, pay and allowances 
may be continued. 

Under the Australian scheme 
the veteran under medical treat- 
ment for war-incurred disability 
receives allowances equal to full 
war pension rather than full pay 
and allowances of rank. 


Ban Diseases 


An Australian veteran with a 
total disability pension is entitled 
to active remedial treatment for 
any disease except: contagious or 
infectious diseases,,chronic or in- 
curable diseases, mental diseases, 
alcoholism, drug adgiction, or acci- 
dent or disease covered by group 
medical insurance. Free medical 
care is given to widows, children 
and widowed mothers of men 
whose deaths were attributed to 
service.: 

Both Australia and New Zealand 
pay special attention to pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis and appropriate 
allowances may be made.

pensions because several countries 
award, in addition to the ordinary 
pension based on percentage of 
disability, a special grant as re- 
compense for loss of a part of the 
body.

For example, an American who 
has lost an arm or a leg gets $35 
a month for life as well as his 
regular disability pension 

Australia and New Zealand pro- 
vide (on top of war disability pen- 
sions) a “service pension” or “eco- 
nomic pension” for veterans who, 
because of age, unemploy-ability or 
tuberculosis, are unable to earn 
their living in the normal way. 

Canadian pensions for widows 
and children are more generous 
than those of any of the other 
countries. Australia, though, gives 
the serviceman’s widow a better 
chance to rebuild her life, for she 
is given facilities for educational or 
vocational training and home esta- 
blishment. Her children can get a 
supervised and subsidized educa- 
tion, as well, 


Britain has gone further than) 
the others in training and resettle-| 
ment of disabled men and women. | 
The British plan integrates the 
training and rehabilitation of all 
disabled men and women over 16) 
with that of disabled veterans. An) 
employer ‘vith over 25 workers is 
required by law to hire a cer-| 
tain quota of disabled. 

Canadian plans with respect to) 
vocational training and futther 
education of veterans provide op- 
portunities for the ex-serviceman | 
and woman to take almost any type 
of training to help re-establish him- 
self in a civilian job. He can at-| 
tend university with all tuition fees 
paid for as many months as he 
served in the forces. Both educa- 
tional and training allowances are 
notably higherethan those of other 
countries, 

In Australia only certain cate- 
gories of veterans will be eligible 
for full-time training: at present 
only those who, through war dis- 
ablement, cannot return to their 
former employment. 

A United States veteran who 
enlisted when he was more than 
25 must prove that his education 
was interrupted by war service if 
he wants to qualify for further 
training. 


Small Holdings 


New Zealanders who, on leaving 
the services, complete university 
courses or post-grad work with 
government assistance, may be re- 
quired to serve three years in the 


government. 
Under the terms of the Veter-

Pacific Battle Is Trafalgar of the East 


Naval Victory Draws U.S. 
And Britain Much Closer

The shifting of troops can- 
not be concealed. When it occurs 
even the layman knows that some- 
thing big is in the making. The 
movements in the European land 
war are indicated by red, blue, ‘nd 
yellow pins on maps put up on 
thousands of walls. 

But wars on the high seas are 
conducted in the widest empty 
spaces of this globe where the only 
eyes that can always observe move- 
ments are neutral stars. Even re- 
connaissance planes have to de- 
pend, to a great extent, on luck. In 
some ways it has the characteristics 
of a more antique form of war— 
even of land war. For in the an- 
tique land wars, the troop leader 
could choose his ppttlefield with- 
out being hampered by continuous) 
fronts. In modern war the com-| 
mander is often forced to accept 
battle, if he does not want to 
evacuate his strong points, and| 
fortified lines. 

But naval warfare carries its 
forts, its heavy artillery, its man 
power and even its air power under 
its own steam, It can joint battle 


or refuse battle at choice. The old} 
slogan that it takes two to make 
a battle is only true of naval war- 
fare. A land offensive must be} 
met; a naval offensive need not be, 
For there is amplitude of unin- 
habited space. 

This has been demonstrated time 
and again in this war. After the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor 
we were challenged by the Japan- 


ese fleet to come out and fight for 
the communication lines between 
Japan and southeastern Asia. But 
we did not accept this challenge. 
And now for many months, we 
have been challenging the Japanese 
fleet and they have refused the 
challenge. 

Only when we invaded the 
Philippines, did the Japanese real- 
ize so strongly the challenge and 
the danger that they had to risk 
their fleet.

When such a moment occurs— 
and contrary to land campaigns— 
the result is immediate. One side 
wins or losses, right off. That is 
why the navy and naval warfare 
have always appealed to romantic 
spirits and individualists. It is the 
blitzkrieg par excellence. A single

Australia has made provision 
for grants up to $860 to enable vet- 
erans to purchase a buriness, plant 
or stock. Eligible are disable vet- 
erans, and widows with children 
whose husbands died on service. A 
maximum of $3,275 is available to 
ex-servicemen, their widowed 
mothers or widows to ‘secure loans 
for purchase of homes, Interest is 
at 4%, payable in 45 years. Essen- 
tial household furniture, up to $260, 
is provided as an outright gift in 
some cases. 


State Homes , 

New Zealand has reserved 50% 
of all state rental homes and apart- 
ments now under construction for 
discharged servicemen, widows, and 
wives of prisoners of war. Pro- 
vision has also been made for loans 
up to $5,250 for purchase or erec- 
tion of homes, and interest-free 
loans for purchase of furniture, 
Veterans who want to set them- 
selves up in business can, in speci- 
al cases, borrow up to $1,790. For 
those who want a farm, there are 
loans for as much as $10,000. 

It is obligatory for Canadian 
employers to re-instate veterans in 
their former jobs if they are cap- 
able of doing the work. If, during 
the first 18 months after discharge, 
the veteran cannot find suitable 
employment, he may collect out-of- 
work benefits of $50 a month for a 
single man and $70 for a married 
man, with allowances for children. 


Careful Survey 

In the USA veterans are eligible 
for unemployment benefits of $20 
a week for not more than 52 weeks 
post-discharge. Britain, Australia 
and New Zealand guarantee the 
serviceman re-instatement in his 
former job, and Australia pays an 
allowance to a man awaiting em- 
ployment for a period not exceed- 
ing three months. 

New Zealand has already made 
a careful survey of available jobs 
and returned men are to be train- 
ed and placed according to the 
opportunities revealed in the sur- 
vey. 

In general, the Canadian scale 
of pensions and allowances is more 
generous than that of any other 
country, and so far is our scheme 
for training and educating ex-ser- 
vicemen. 

We are excelled, however, by 
Australia and New Zealand, both of 
whom provide more assistance to 
widows and children of men who 
have died on service, 


Loans Lower 
We are behind Australia, New 


|Zealand and the United States in 


provision of loans ,to .veterans for 
homes and private business, but 
the recent provision that rehabili- 
tation credits may be used fgr pay- 
ment on a home or business some- 
what remedies this deficiency. 

The answer to the serviceman’s 
question does not, however, lie in 
this survey. What he wants to 
know is “Will I be able to make a 
living.”

Your Baby 
And Mine

| The story of a child’s irrespon- 
sible toilet habits is like a phono- 
graph record, as are the mother’s 
responses to them, For the same 
mother-behaviour gets the same 
child responses. 

“My baby will be 15 months old 
soon,” writes Mrs. J. C., “and he 
| still wets and soiis himself. No 
matter how many times I place him 
on the toilet he eluces me and as 
soon as he is diapered he proceeds 
te have a movement, (Familiar, 
eh?) 

“Ll have tried cajoling him, prais- 
ing him and spanking him, I am so 
disgusted he used to be well 
trained, but his regular chair was 
lost in shipping and now I have to 
put him on a toilet seat over the 
regular stool every 20 to 30 min- 
utes. I still have only managed to 
catch him three times, 

“Do you think because he still 
wears diapers that he thinks he can 
act this way? I would put training 
pants on him but there is such a 
mess when he has an accident.” 
Wirst of all—calm down, At 15 
months it would be the extraordin- 
ary, not the ordinary child, who 
was well trained.

Troops Have No Illusions 


Of Task Still Before Them

OTTAWA, Oct. 30.—L. W. Brockington, K.C., prominent 
Canadian barrister and orator, is back in Canada, following 
a six weeks’ mission to the battlefields of Europe, with a mes- 
sage that he left the Canadian troops in “good heart and 
health” but with no illusions about the grim task that still lay 
before them. 


Mr. Brockington returned from 
Great Britain to Canada by air, 
thus completing 14 ocean war 
crossings by this method. 

He has also flown with the RCAF | 
on operational flights and was with 
the Navy on D-day. The purpose of 
his journey was to collect material 
at the request of the three defence | 
departments for broadcasts to be) 
made to the Canadian people. 


VISITED ALL FRONTS 

Mr. Brockington’s journeyings 
took him to England, France, Bel- 
gium and Italy. He was present at | 
the siege of Calais, visited the vari- 
ous Canadian commands in France 
and Belgium, flew to Naples and 
visited the Canadian armored corps 
on the Florentine front.
